LOCATION — Rut !2.ii 3, known as fI The Marble City/' is located 
midway of the State north and south. It is about 15 miles from the 
western boundary and has many of the characteristics of the great 
neighboring State of New York. Distances as follows to important 
eaitern points: New Yor 1 : 235 miles, Botton 167, Montreal 178, Phila- 
dc:phia 325, Baltimore 420, Burlington 68, Montpelier 6(j t Bellows Falls 
51, G.ens Falls 30, Bemi ngton 57, North Adams 77, Schenectady 95, 
Ogdensbnrg 224, St Johnabury 106, Brattleboro 77. 

TOPOGRAPHY — Probably no important city in New England has 
sc grand a setting as Rutland. The city lies among picturesque lakes 
and streams, the encircling mountains are near, yet far enough away to 
give p'enty of building room and the broad valley running north and 
south for many miles is one of the beauty spots of America. Noted 
m-p.ntnln perks of the Green Mountain and Tacouic ranges can be seen 
from h'gh parts of the city. The highest peak visible Is Mt, Killington 
over 4.000 feet. City is 600 feet above sea level. Contains land area of 
5.335 acres, water area of 100 aeres. 

HISTORICAL — The history of Rutland vies with any city in the 
land for interest. It was settled in 17G1, and by 1774 there were 35 
families- In common with all frontier settlements it suffered from the 
depredations of the Indians, and also from the Colonial and Indian 
Wars. FrobaYy named after Rutland, Massachusetts, because the first 
grantee of the charter for township was a John Murray from that town. 
Incorporated a city in 1S92. 

INDUSTRIAL^-Rutland leads the State in industry. In 19 3Q there 
were 37 major plants producing $6.11S,927. Employing 1,642 with a 
payroll of $2,0D3,861 annually. Materials used annually cost $2,336,421. 
In the Greater Rutland industrial district there are 113 plants with 
5,112 employees, and a payroll of $6,642,906. value of products annually 
$17,950,765. The leading products are antiseptics, medical products, 
awnings, flags, baxrels^ con feet Iptififif, cement, tile, dan^-anil ereamerv 
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machinery, women's clothing, Qre clay, roof cement, shirts, collars, lee 
cream, printing, maple sugar utensils, marble^ matt res ses, railroad car 
repairing, sand pumping machinery, scales, trucks, refrigerators, bev- 
erages, steam boilers, iron, wort, stone working machinery, tin cans, 
wood working materials, granite, slate, garden tools, toys, artificial 
stone finish r iron castings, fruit packing, clothes pins, threshing 
machines, saws, dairy products. The quarrying of marble, slate, lime, 
talc, soapstone and fire clay is extensively carried on In the Rutland 
district. Agriculture, fruit raising and dairying are important in the 
county. There are 44.1S4 farm animals in the county. 92% of the labor 
snpply is native born. Average work day in factories is 9 hours, in 
building trades S hours. Available industrial sites are of the best and 
on trunk Hue railroads.

EDUCATIONAL — There are 6 elementary schools, 1 high and 1 
intermediate, making a total of S schools. Through a new high school 
building, provision has been made for growth which is pressing. There 
are S principals and 62 teachers. The schools are managed through a 
board of commissioners of 11 members elected by the voters of the city. 
The present enrollment is about 2 T G(XL The parochial school enrollment 
is over 1,000. Increased enrollment since 1920 is 20%. Public Library 
has 27 T 94S volumes. Directory Library has 250 volumes covering 1,200 
cities and towns at Chamber of Commerce and maintained by H. A. 
Manning Company. 

POPULATION— The 1930 population of Rntland City was 17,308, 
Rutland Town and City IS, 69 5.

The headquarters 
of the Rutland Railroad is located here, this system has 413 miles of 
main line running from Troy, N. Y. T through the length of Vermont 
and across northern New York to Qgd ens burg where it connects with 
Great Lakes-St. Lawrence River navigation; there is also a branch 
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from Rutland to Bellows Falls where it connects with two important 
divisions of the Boston & Maine Railroad; a high type of passengeT 
service is maintained; it is one of the great freight services of NeVJ 
England with its transcontinental connections. The Delaware tic Hudson 
Co, have the terminus of two divisions here: the Whitehall division 
connects with the main line and offers a route into Canada and alsc 
into Pennsylvania without change: the other divisions connects with tli€ 
main line at Troy.
